The blood-alcohol content of 
the victim of a controversial 
fatal drunken-driving accident 
involving several 911 calls was 
more than twice the legal limit 
of intoxicatien when he ran 
head-on into another vehicle. 

Garner E. Wood, 37, of 
Belleville, had traces of 
marijuana and a blood-alcohol 
level of 0.26 percent when his 
car ran head-on into a car 
driven by a Bethalto man on 
Tllinois Route 111 about 9:10 
p.m. June 24. 

‘Wood, who was reportedly on 
his way to Wood River to visit 
his children, died of massive 
trauma. 

During an inquest Wednesday, 
a Madison County coroner’s 
jury ruled the death an 
accident. 

“He was obviously 
traumatized,”’ coroner's 
investigator Roger Smith 
testified. ‘‘He was partially 
ejected from his vehicle.” 

Illinois State Police trooper 
and accident. reconstructionist 
Ralph Timmins testified that 
Wood was probably traveling 
about 55 mph when his car 
crossed the center line and 


struck a vehicle driven by Alan 
Garis, who was injured in the 
crash. 

The accident sparked 
controversy after a Granite City 
woman who had been following 
Wood complained that police 
failed to respond to her 911 calls 
reporting Wood’s erratic 
driving. She followed him about 
25 miles, from Route 15 in 
Belleville to Interstate 255 to 
Route 111, Wood had been 
driving without headlights on. 

Timmins said a State Police 
aispaeher broadcast the’ 911 
c over the Ilinvis State 
Police Emergency Network 
beginning at 8:47 p.m., 23 
minutes prior to the accident. 

“There were four troopers 
riding in the Madison County 
district, but three of them were 
tied up on other accidents,” 

Timmins said. ‘‘The fo 

trooper was at home in 

Caseyville on his dinner break. 

‘There was much talk about 
the accident in the press and 
probably around coffee tables, 
but the troopers were out of 
range. The 911 system did not 
fail.” 

‘Timmins said the trooper who

was on his dinner break would 
not have had time to prevent 
the accident, even if he had 
driven over 100 mph in an 
attempt to stop Wood.. ~ 

Timmins said he was unaware 
if other police agencies were in 
the process of responding to the 
dispatcher’s reques*: 

‘Wood's ex-girlfriend told 
coroner’s investigators that 
Wood had a previous history of 
alcohol and drug abuse and was 
probably en route to visit his 
children at her Wood River 
home. 

‘Timmins said it was not clear 
why, Wood was driving without 
lights. 


“He had his parking lights on 
which lit up his dashboard 
lights,” Timmins said. “My 
educated guess is that he didn’t 
care or didn’t know his 
headlights were off. 

“Both Interstates 255 and 270 
are pretty well lit so he 
probably didn’t need them. But 
Tllinois Route 111 is dark. Under 
reasonable circumstances 
visibility on 111 was less than 
200 feet.””

Court won’ t lift 
stay on hotel deal 


SPRINGFIELD — The Illinois 
Supreme Court has refused to 
lift a three-year stay blocking 
potential foreclosure action on 
two controversial state hotel 


loans. 

The high court Thursday 
denied a request by Attorney 
General Jim Ryan to remove 
the stay. The court is ¢: ted 
to decide in October whether to 
hear the lawsuit to which the 
stay is tied. 

Circuit and appeals courts 
earlier rejected the lawsuit by 
owners of the Springfield 
Renaissance Hotel and Collins- 
ville Holiday Inn to block the 
state from any foreclosure 
move and from. having full 
access to financial records. 
However, those courts also 
granted the stay pending fur- 
ther appeals. 

Ryan spokesman Dan Curry 
said Thursday the high court 
ruling is ‘‘a reprieve (for the 
hotel owners) but only for a 
short time and we believe we 
will eventually prevail.”’ 

The hotel loans sparked con- 
troversy recently when state 
Treasurer Judy Baar Topinka 


proposed settling an outstanding 
lance of about $40 million for 
both hotels for a total of $10 
million. She argued that it was 
the best deal attainable to 
recover some taxpayer funds 

Ryan, however, blocked the 
deal, citing a study done for 
him by a University of Illinois 
professor who estimated the 
value of the hotels as high as 
$19 million and suggested it 
would be wiser to attempt to 
foreclose if loan payments are 
not made. 

Topinka issued a statement 
Thursday expressing regret that 
Ryan had not won on the stay 
issue but added, ‘‘It only means 
more tax dollars will be lost 
while this issue is debated in 
the courts even further. 

“As of today, we have lost in 
excess of $35,000 in interest, 
which could have been gained 
had our proposed settlement 
been approved by June 30,” 
Topinka said in the statement. 
“That price tag does not include 
trust expenses and expenses 
incurred daily by my office and 
the attorney general’s office.”

Don Miller was out of town 
Jast week. Therefore, we .are 
running one of his previous col- 


ums. 

J am an incurable 
do-it-yourselfer. Ignoring the 
fact that my projects usually 
cost several times more than it 
would cost to hire someone 
competent, I charge ahead with 
great enthusiasm and little skill. 

Recently, I launched myself 
on another exciting project, 
tiling the floor of my downstairs 
bathroom. I got off to an 
excellent start — the old 
covering came up without a 
problem. 


At a local store, I quickly 
located the floor tiles I liked 
and began looking for mastic, 


the stic! 
down. I warned the clerk I 
‘would be laying tiles on a 

sometimes damp basement 


stuff that holds tiles 





floor. ‘Regular mastic won’t-do 


it,” he said. ““You need super 
mastic.”” 

According to the label, this 
mastic would stick anything to 
anything, even under water. It 
seemed to be just what I 
needed: Loaded with tiles, 
mastic, a spreader and a 
linoleum knife, I headed home a 
happy man with visions of my 
glorious, new bathroom dancing 
in my head. Nothing could stop 
me now. 

Once home, I cleaned the 
floor and went to work, 
spreading the mastic. “If a 
little bit is good, a lot must be 
better,” is my motto. Next I 
began to lay the tiles. 
Everything was fine, except for

‘Then came the se 
problem: My fingers 2 full 
of mastic. As I was in the 
bathroom, I reached for the 
closet wiper at hand — toilet 
paper. Instead of the mastic 
coming off my fingers, the toilet 
paper stuck to them. The more 
ao I used, the worse it got. I 

looked like I had on white y 
gloves. My hands resembled 
Mickey Mouse’s. 

Better wash it off, I decided. I 
turned the water on and began 
to rub my hands. 

Nothing happened except the

toilet paper eet soggy. The label 
was right: is mastic did work 
under water. 

Finally, I got a large rag and 
some mineral solvent, and 
worked my way through layers 
of toilet paper and mastic until 
I could see my fingers again 

Having learnc: my lesson. I 
using less 
mastic and using a rag, instead 
of my fingers, to wipe off the 
excess. Then I had to switch | 
positions, kneeling on the new « 
tiles while laying the rest of the 
tiles on the unfinished portion of 
the floor. Progress was a bit 
slow as I cut the odd pieces 
necessary to finish the job. 

Finally, I was finished. I 
decided to step back and 
admire my workmanship. 

Unfortunately, a strange thing 
happened. When I tried to get 


up, I couldn’t. I tried again. 
Something was holding me 
back. I tried again. 

Then I realized what was 
holding me down — the knees of 
my pants. The mastic had oozed 
out of the tiles under my knees 
and had glued my knees to the 
floor. 

It took 30 minutes with a 
putty knife and solvent to get 
all of the blue fuzz off the tiles. 
But what the heck, one pair of 
jeans is a small price to pay for 
a new bathroom floor. 

Finished! In all modesty, it 
looked great. A quick 
calculation revesled it had cost, 
including the jeans, just about 
double what it would have if ’'d 
hired someone to do the work, 
That made it my most 
successful project to date. 

And after all, I did it myself!

Plant proponent Michael Vrtis said earlier in the week that

“If you are at either extreme you'll find it interesting, but if you 
are in the middle you will be bored,’ he said.

In the hot summer months still to come, vaca- 
tion-weary parents have a choice. ‘You can take 
the kids to a film like “Mighty Morphin Power 
Rangers” where they might learn to do a really 
nasty karate kick while watching something vir- 
tually indistinguishable from most television car- 
toon fare. 

But then there is ‘“‘The Indian in the Cup- 
board,”’ where kids will learn about values, 
responsibility and compassion while getting 96 
minutes of high entertainment in the bargain.

He’s a genuine Iroquois ‘warrior 
from 1767 named Little Bear. Played by Ameri- 
can Indian rap artist Litefoot, Little Bear thinks 
he’s in the Land of the Gods and Omri a ‘Great 
Spirit.””

At first, the uses for the cupboard seem limit- 
less and risk-free. Omri raids his toy chest and 
brings several more figures to life: Darth Vader, 
Robocop, a dinosaur. But when he sees them 
engaged in real combat, he hurriedly turns every- 
thing back. 

Omri hides Little Bear from his family, .but 
mistakenly shares the secret with his best friend, 
Patrick (Rishi Bhat). 2 

Patrick ignores the warnings and puts a lastic 
cowboy on horseback into the cupboard. Out 
comes Boone (David Keith) a gun-toting, weepy 
19th-century cowboy, who warns Omri, “Watch 
out that savage don’t scalp you in your sleep.” 

‘The special effects wizards at Industrial Light 
and Magic seamlessly blend together the inia- 
ture and normal. 

Screenwriter Melissa Mathison ( 
Extra-Terrestrial,” ‘‘The Black Stallion 
created a terrific script from the award-winning 
1981 novel by Lynne Reid Banks. 

Mathison is particularly adept at creating the 
world of the child, a subculture with its own rules 
and demons. It’s a place where the real excite- 
ment is in your room and with your friends in 
secret ‘‘kids’”’ haunts. 

And Director Frank Oz (‘‘The Muppets Take 
Manhattan”) never allows special effects to 
drown out the narrative.
